Religious leaders are repeatedly stressing the 
importance: of ‘Kashrut,. but. as our. corre- 
spondence columns once again make ‘clear 
this week, deficiencies. in. administrative 
arrangements may. well be encouraging the 
decline in this observance —a process which 
the derationing of. meat, foreshadowed by 
the Minister of Food, could-easily factlitate. 
Then there is the associated question of the 
reorganisation of thé Beth Din -which still 
cries for action: letters we have published, 
and the many more, letters which we have 
been unahle to print, reveal that the con- 
ditions under which the community's central 
religious authority. works is. a matter that 
causes acute concern to many readers. From 


active participation in all these conflicts the’ 


public is quite remote, but it is involved if 
only as.a shuttlecock,. and while they are 
unresolved the public interest must suffer. 


Another question. which arises as the 
communal machine changes gear 1s whether 
it’ would more eflicie ntly were the 
number of its component parts reduced. At 
Jast:- week’s meeting of the Council of. the 
Anglo-Jewish Association the Hon. EWEN 
MONTAGU alluded to the. interest that was.

RELIGIOU PERSECL TION 


THe, latest attack on the Catholic Church 
in. Poland; which. last. week reached a 
culminating point in the arrest of the Polish 
Primate, Cardinal WyYSZYNSKI, is but another 
phase in. the Communist war against religion. 
No people haye suffered more on account of 
their religious belief than the Jews, who will, 


therefore, have much sympathy. for the Polish 


Cardinal and the Catholics in. their. present 
trouble. Organised Jewish religion, too, has 
suffered greatly at the hands of Communist 
rulers.. Even in. Poland, where. (unlike the 
Soviet Union) Jewish cultural activities. are 
allawed to continue, the ancient: religious 
character of the Jewish community has dis- 
appeared under Communist pressure. But at 
this hour, the Catholic: Church, with its 
many millions of followers, that is the subject 
of Communist onslaught, the régime realising 
that. because of its. great influence the Church 
remains: its only rival for. the people's 
adherence. The sympathy which persecuted 
Catholic leaders in Poland deserve, and which 
is readily given by Jews abroad, may not come 
‘as easily to Polish Jews, who will remember 
the complete failure of the Catholic hierarchy 
in Poland.to condemn Nazi brutalities and its 
encouragement of the antisemitic movement 
before the war. Moreover,.as a correspondent 
recalls elsewhere in this issue, neither Bishop 
K ACZMAREK, Of Kielce, nor other members of 
the Episcopate uttered any condemnation ot 
the Kielce pogrom. and the statement made by 
the late Cardinal HLOND on that tragic event 
did more harm than good. Compared with 
the noble attitude of French, Belgian, and 


Dutch Catholic jJeaders, who saved many: 


Jews from the hands of the Nazis, that of the 
Catholic clergy in Poland does ‘not bear 
examination. But) this is no time for 
recriminations. ft isa time for all who value 
their own taith fo protest against the persecu- 
tion of religion, 


PHILLIPS 


Col. C. J. PHILLIPS, whose death at an early 
age we record with deep regret this week, In 
the dark days of 1938, Colonel PHILLIPS (who 
was not a Jew) was British Vice-Consul in 
Munich. -The help he gave to the victims of 
Nazism, both in securing’ their release from 
concentration camps and in assisting them to 
reach Britain, was truly heroic. He was one 
of those who foresaw the peril inherent in the 
rise Of National Socialism and he was not 
misled by the popular clamour for “ appease- 
ment” into minimising the dangers of. the 
situation. He had a profound knowledge of 
Germany and the Germans, and a deep sym- 
pathy for the Jewish people. He was the first 
correspondent appornted by 
CHRONICLE in Germany after the last war, 
wifnessing the tremendous flow of the D.P.s 

through Munich on their way to. Israel, and 
more recently reporting the long-drawn-out 
proceedings of the AUERBACH trial. Only last 
week his name was inscribed’ in the Golden 
Book of the Jewish National Fund as a tribute 
to his untorgettable services to our people.

MORE ARAB REFUGEES RECEIVE RELIEF

NEW YORK 

The. United Nations. has had little 
success in Its efforts to resettle Arab 
reiugees On .a large scale. according 
to. a. report sent. to. the’ -General 
Assembly here by the U.N. Rehet and 
Works Agency for Palestine Retugees. 

The report, the most> pessimistic yet 
submitted by the Agency, states that in 
the. past five years there has. been little 
progress. on the principal schemes -to 
rehabilitate. refugees. in’ Arab lands. it 
emphasises that the number of refugees 
receiving relief is. growing; that refugees, 
‘nurtured on continuous Arab © propa- 
ganda, are resisung rehabilitation efforis; 
and that the three-year refugee 


fund was exhausted in two years, 

Stressing that ihe Agency is due to 
cease activities next June that 
the Arabs have hitherto been antagonistic 
lo its programme, the report suggests 


that the Arab. Governments: take over. 


the administration of relief with an ample 
guarantee of funds by the international 
community. ~The Agency would retain 
only iis funcuuons of technical. assistance, 
financial audit, and assistance in develop- 
ing long-range settl@ment projects such 
as those arranged with Jordan, Syria, and 
Feypt at a cost of $1,100,000,000, 
Another report submitted -to the 
General Assembly. states that 39 Govern- 
ments have pledged a total of over 
$67,000,000 to the Relief and. Works 
Agency tor the fiscal vear 1952-53. About 
$147.000.000 has now been contributed 
to the Agency's $250.000,000 fund.
